Long after every scat was 
filled standees ranged against the 
walls and struggled to worm into 
any opening. Guards were forced 
to keep constant vigil in order to 
prevent over-crowding.

Abbott entered the green chamber.

ON SOWING FLAX 


An increased acreage of flax is 
indicated for Alberta in 1947, and 
those who have had little previous 


f | experience with this crop may have 


| difficulty in setting the drill for ef- 
| ficient seceding. 

As a general recommendation, | 
officials of the Field Crops Branch 
Suggest that 28 pounds or one-half 
bushel of seed per acre will be suf- 
ficient. On the open prairies of 
Southern Alberta where the larger 
seeded Bison is grown, somewhat 
less seed can be planted. The larger 
seed of Bison with its fewer seeds 
per bushel, will itself allow for 
lighter seeding in the drier sections 
of the province. Under irrigation 
the rate might be increased to 40 
pounds per acre. In central and 
northern Alberta 28 to 35 pounds 
of Redwing usally results in a sat- 
isfactory stand. 

Before starting to plant, the seed 
drill should be carefully checked. 
If there is any variation in the flow 
/of sced between spouts, adjust- 
ments should be made. Small flax | 
seeds flow like water and what | 
|might have appeared as minor dif. | 
ferences in the rate of seeding 
between drills with cereals may be 
a major problem in planting flax. 
It would be well to,try out the 
drill with a paper bag tied on each 
|spout to ensure uniform planting 
so that adjustments can be made.

that the greatest good was accomp- 
lished. Others deplore the failure to 
increase tax exemptions for both 
married and single persons. There 
are many who feel that indirect tax- 
es, sales and excise, should have 
been slashed to reduce living costs 
and bring relief to those thousands 
including pensioners, widows, and 
non-tax paying low income groups 
who now struggle under rapidly in- 
creasing living costs.

hibited. Most M.P'’s. recognize the 
need for thousands of immigrants. 
However. there does exist a strong

damental change in the character 
of our population.

THINGS ARE VERY 
DIFFERENT NOW 


The News-Letter Orillia, Ont., 
tells this story: The first issue of 
the Orillia Expositor, published in 
1867, was a four-page, six column 
newspaper. The advertisements 
show how the cost of living has in- 
creased. Men's suits, for instance, 
were advertised by both the Mul- 
cahy and Co. and Frank Kean’'s 
drygoods, at $2.50 each. O'Brien 
and Co., another well-known Orillia 
store of the period offered the best 
quality bacon at 10 cents per pound, 
while a women’s store advertised 
ladies’ French gaiters at $1 each. 

Cost of beverages was not all cor- 
respondingly cheap, the advertise- 
{ments showed. Tea for instance, 
| was $1 a pound. Whisky, “the best 
domestic brand made,” was offered 
at 75 cents a gallon.
